It makes 
no difference if you have detectives; they 
are fools,and cannot do anything. Pre- 
pare yourself, The time comes near when 
you will be no more. (z” 

“Sept. 1, 1858.—Remember the 28th 
of this month. We have not forgotten any- 
thing. The time comes and is approaching 
very rapidly. Remember, while reading 
the above, the 28th. 

“Oct. 11, 1888.—We have not forgotten 
anything. Wehave not fulfilled our decree 
because there are other circumstances, bat 
the time will come. We theught you were 
a better man, but we see that you are af 
bad as ever, 
you ought to take care of the future. (39°” 

Benjamin F. Atherton,. formerly a 
searcher of records in Los Angeles, and for 
some time secretary or co-worker with Dr, 
Griffin, gave evidence in court today that 
he had written words in Spanish for 
Griffin similar to those which were sent to 
Dunsmuir. He also swore that the letters 
received by Dunsmuir were in Dr, Griffin’s 
handwriting and that the addresses on tne 
envelopes were also in his handwriting. He 
also swore that letters threatening the life 
of Howard had been posted by witness and 
written by Griffin, 

The examination of Atherton was con- 
tinued this afternoon, and the witness 


writing in the letters was Griffin’s, 

ln a long cross-examination the only de- 
velopment was Atherton’s statement that 
he left Los Angeles because of proceedings 
against him for perjury, which he plausibly 
explained. 


The case was adjourned until Saturday, 


the prisoner remaining in jail. His wife 
was in court during the proceedings.

An Insolvent’s Life Insurance Ex: 
empt Kntirely from Oreditors. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—[By the Associ 
ated Press.| The Supreme Court, through 
Chief Justice Fuller, has rendered an 
opinion of anusua! interest to holders of 
life insurance policies. Thomas L. Hume 
of the District of Columbia died in 158] 
totally insolvent, but leaving 5,000 in life 
insurance policies. The policies were by 
their terms payable either to the widow or 
children of the deceased. The administrator 
and creditors of Hume’s estate sought te 
force an application of the proceeds of the 
policies to the payment of debts due the 
creditors on the ground that the premiums 
paid by Hume were a fraudulent transfe1 
of the insolvent’s estate. The Supreme 
Court holds that the beneficiaries are en- 
titled to the proceeds of all the policies 
without any deduction whatever on account 
of the premiums paid, hoiding that a hus 
band end father has full right to insure bis 
life in the interest of his wife and children, 
and that where such policies are effected in 
the name of beneficiaries, they are no part 
of the estate of the deceased insolvent, and 
therefore ec«nnot be regarded as a fraud.

POLICE MATTERS. 


Interesting Session of the Commis-|_ 


sioners Vreterday 
The Police Commissioners met at the 
Mayvr’s office yesterday afternoon in reg- 
ular weekly session. At 2 o’clock only 
Chief Benedict, the Clerk and lialf a dozen 


applicants for saloon licenses and their at- 
| torneys were on hand, among whom were 


J. Marion Brooks. 

After waiting #bout 15 minutes, His 
Honor and Mr. Humphreys put in an ap- 
pearance, and the proceedings opened with 
the reading of the minutes in Mr. Moffett’s 
most approved style. In fact, there was an 
air of subdued decorum in the prelimina- 
ries that was quite impressive, and even the 
big policeman a his favorite occupa- 
tion of fighting flies, until the spell was 
broken by His Honor briskly inquiring for 
the next order of pusiness, after which he 
stopped long enough to answer the tele- 
phone beli, and announced that the mill 
was ready to erind. 

A protest was received — the action 
of the in revoking the license ot the 
notorious e saloon, on New High street, 
kept b terson & Lawler, and stating 
that this action was the result of malice on 
the part of certain of the neighbors, and 
prejudice on the part of officers, The pro- 
test was signed by a number of citizens, 


most of whom lived off the street. J. Ma-- 


rion Brooks appeared for the saloon people, 
and Peterson, one of tke proprietors, made 
a statement, saying that he had always kept 
an orderly house. Chief Benedict said that 
the officers had reported the place as disor- 
derly, and the Mayor stated that a long pe- 
tition had been presented by the neighbors, 
asking that the place'be suppressed. 

Au officer was sent for the petition, and 
in the meantime Mr. Brooks addressed the 
board, saying that the = was as orderly 
as any in the city, . Brooks made an 
effort to be funn and = sarcastic 
over the recent publican victory, 
but it was a dismal failure, and as no one 
smiled he again got down to business and 
pleaded tor his clients, sayiag they should 
not be ruined by having their place closed. 
_ Mr. Peterson again addressed the board, 
in which he said that the trouble was 
caused by a house of prostitution above the 
saloon, and was seconded by Mr. Brooks, 
who said that he could not see po 
particularly wrong about such a place, an 
again referred in his own humorous way to 
free whisky. , 

The petition not being forthcoming, ac- 

tion on the matter was deferred until it 
could be dug up. 
- A protest was received from property- 
owners against granting a license for a sa- 
loon on Spring street, at the corner of 
Sixth. The proprietor of the  rogry ap- 
peared and said that he had got his license 
without any protest being put in, and as he 
had gone on and fitted up the place, he 
asked that he be let alone, as he had always 
kept an orderly house, 

At this point J. Marion Brooks again 
broke in, but was stopped until the matter 
of the Spring-street saloon was.disposed of 
by being referred to the Chief of Police for 
investigation. When this was settled Mr. 
Brooks again bobbed up serenely, and after 
some more talk this matter was also re- 
ferred to the Chief for investigation. 

Several changes were then granted with- 
out objection on the applicants promising to 
close their places at midnight, and one 
case was referred to the Chief to look up. 

J. H. = applied for a license for a sa- 
loon in the basement of the new opera- 
house, action on which was postponed tor 
one week. 

Mr. Burdette appeared for Mr. Katt, who 
bought out George Butler, and found that 
there was one month’s delinquent license, 
which he thought he should not pay. Chiel 


Benedict made a statement, in which it was |- 


shown that City Tax Collector Field had 
made an error and that the transfer had 
not been legally made. A long discussion 
ensued, ih which it was shown that the new 
proprietor had carried out his contract in 
f faith and that the wrong had been 
done by Mr. Field asking the collector to be 
indulgent with Butler and not collect the 
license in advance, as was the usual custom. 
Action was postponed for one week, the 
new proprietors to be allowed to run until 
the opinion of the City Attorney can be 
ascertained. 

The Dupuy saloon matter again came up, 
and a petition of property-owners was pre- 
sented, asking that he be granted a license. 
The case was again postponed, and referred 
to the Chief for investigation. 

Charges were terred against Officer 
O’ Reagan by F. W. Tyler of East Los An- 
geles, who stated that a meeting Was dis- 
turbed by a lot of boys, and that he had 
called on the officer to stop the noise, whe 
refused to do so, and when spoken to re- 
plied in an insolent and overbearing man- 
ner, and that he had ta®leave him to keep 
from h ving a disturbance. Mr. Tyler 
stated that Mr. Dextef witnessed the affair, 
and would appear as a witness. 

Officer O’ Reagan was then aeked to make 


a statement, but he asked to be excused 


until Mr. Tyler should return, which was 
granted, 

Officer Cyrus F. True presented his resig- 
nation, which was aceept 

A petition was received from Officer Ma- 
guire, asking that he be reinstated, and, on 
motion of Mr. Humphreys, this was done. 

Officer Maguire was then sworn, and 
stated that Mr. Tyler appro:ched him in a 
boisterous manner and asked that he stop 
the boys, which he did. He said that Mr. 
Tyler then “ him his name, which he 
did not ask him for, when he told him he 
would have him reported, and he told him 
to do as he pleased. 

Mr, Tyler then questioned. Officer O’Rea- 
ganatsome length, in which their state- 
ments did not at ail agree, the officer insist- 
ing that Tyler first put his hands upon him, 
which the latter denied, oe 

Mr. Tyler then coutinued at some length, 
laving particular stress on the fact that the 
officer disputed his word, which Officer 
O’ Reagan denied. 

The matter was postponed until Mr. Dex- 
ter could be found, and the petition of the 
drivers of the patrol wagon for full pay was 
taken up. The board then put their heads 
together and held a whispered executive 
session for some minutes, and when a

Work on the new bridges over the 
Los Angeles River appears to share in 
the dry-rot characteristic of. all things 
municipal in Los Angeles just now.

BirMInGHAM (Ala.), Nov. 14.—[By the 
Associated Press.}| Two funerals took 
place here yesterday, which were largely 
attended, and formed the climax of an ex- 
traordinary tragedy. Kodbert Nabors was a 
prominent physician at Montevallo, in this 
State, and W. W. Shortridge was a success- 
ful lawyer in the same place. Both were 
young men. Some time ago Nabors em- 
ployed Shortridge to collect a few claims 
against delinquent patients. The returns 
were not satisfactory, and the mep quar- 
relled, ‘but parted without coming to blows, 

Last Saturday Nabors called at Short- 
ridge’s office and the old trouble broke out 
afresh.__They finally agreed to fight with | 
bowie-xnives in a darkened room just off 
the office. Removing their coats and shoes 
the men entered the room and fought 
blindly but desperately for nearly 10 min- 
utes. The duel was one of the most vi- 
cious ever reported in Alabama. The men 

lunged their knives into each other until 

th looked as though they had been slaugh- 
tering beeves. Everything in the room was 
bespattered with blood. Some persons liv- 
ing inthe lower story heard the noise of 
the duelists as they rolled upon the floor, 
and ran up stairs to separate the combat- 
ants. When the door was broken open 
Nabors staggered into the office with the 
blood streaming from a dozen gashes in his 
face and breast. Without saying a word he 
rushed down the stairs, still clasping the 
gory knife in his hand. Lying upon the 
floor of the room was Shortridge. His head 
had been slashed in the most dreadful man- 
ner. The arteries of his neck had been sev- 
ered, one eye had been gouged out and his 
hands were cut so terribly that the fingers 
hung only by the tendons.

A BAD JOB. 


The Aqueduct Tunnel at Washing- 
ton a Huge Swindle. 

,, WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.j} The military court of in- 
quiry into the aqueduct tunnel scandal de- 
veloped some very interesting testimony to- 
day. Frank Thompson, a bricklayer on the 
tunnel, testified that incompetent men were 
employed and they were hurried so by the 
sub-contractors that it was impossible that 
the work could be good. The workmen, 
witness testified, were driven to deception 
by the contractors. A conspiracy was thor- 
oughly organized, and its object was to de- 
ceive the Government inspectors. Work- 
men always knew when the inspectors 
were eo and it was -easy for them to 
deceive the inspectors. A great deal of bad 
work was done at night when nobody but 
sub-inspectors were around. One morning 
an inspector examined some. work done the 
night before and discovered a hole in it big 
enough to drive a government wagon into. 
It took three days to pack this cavity. 

Civil Engineer George H. Corvell con- 
demned the whole scheme for work, and 
declared that the tunnel was nothing more 
than an expensive hole. The fact was 
brought out that witness and Maj.
